W e were lucky to find a 
house with a bit of 
character, which can be 
rare in Dubai," says 
photographer Claire 

Barlow of her three-bed family home in Dubai's Umm 
Suqeim community. 'A bit of architectural love has 
gone into the layout and details of the house (the 
plum-coloured bathrooms not so much!] We were 
seduced by the subtle cottage style, which I was told 
was meant to evoke a Spanish hacienda, so it felt like 
home right from the start. We love all the light that 
comes in and the small but established garden with 
plenty of gorgeous bougainvillea, plus the pool and an 
old water tower that flanks the pool.

We have great neighbours 
with lots of children, which is good fun for our own 
children." 

After finding this, her ideal home, in 2009, Claire set 
about adding her personal style to the interior. With 
what was originally four bedrooms, there was room to 
grow and with the birth of three children since moving 
in, Claire and Charlie have created a playroom in the 


fourth bedroom, which has a bright and colourful 
theme that includes Chinese parasols on the wall - a 
reflection of Claire's quirky style. 

"I like things to feel calm in my home, but hopefully 
not too grown up. I really like India Hicks' style; the 
light airy feel of her home but also the creative 
approach she has. I love the French brand Flamant 
(www.flamant.com], and there is also a bit of Asian 
flair in our villa, as we adored our time in Hong Kong. 
Our home also feels a bit like a little cottage and that, 
coupled with being far from home, has made me a 
more of a patriot in our kitchen." She continues: "I 
think I probably have some ideas that people might 
consider to be quite random (my husband included!] 
My numbered cakes tins from the UK that are now 
hung on my kitchen wall and the Chinese parasols, 
which had their handles taken off, and are now fixed 
on the wall of our playroom are probably a case in 
point. I didn't see those ideas anywhere else (although 
I'm sure other people have done similar things] - 1 just 
did it. But I do love going on designers' websites. 
Beyond Pinterest, my favourite magazines, blogs and 
websites are LivingEtc magazine, www.caitlinwilson. 
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com, she is an American interior designer who I 
encountered in Dubai and have continued to follow, 
www.anthropologie.eu - 1 wish they'd come to Dubai! 
The Australians do interiors and entertaining very 
well, so for years I've been slightly addicted to reading 
about the homes and interviews on www. 
thedesignfiles.net - all quite inspiring stuff." 

It is these inspirations, the villa's natural light and 
Claire's creative background as an interiors writer and 
stylist that have led to such a bright, personalised 
home, and which have brought Claire back to a former 
passion: photography. "When 1 had our first child 
Rafferty, 1 decided to move back to photography, 
something I've loved since 1 was 14. 1 now have a 
portrait photography business (www. 
clairebarlowphotography.com] and concentrate on 
taking natural and hopefully light-hearted portraits of 
families, newborns and anyone who would like me to 
photograph them! As I'm working from home 1 like the 
space to be full of natural light. It's important to make 
the most of all the light we have, and the right furniture 


and fabrics help do this," Claire explains. 

Claire's home office is her favourite room in the 
house. "It has big windows overlooking the pool and it 
feels very peaceful, which is valuable when you have 
three children of 5 and under! 1 think Virginia Woolf 
talked of 'a room of one's own' and how everyone 
needs one - and this is mine, for now! I'm only just 
holding onto it by my fingernails as my husband would 
love to take the desk for himself and as the children 
grow older, we might need to make space for 
homework, but while 1 can.

Ligidenberg, who dressed her new-build apartment 
with luxurious materials and plenty of^erson^ifyL-

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W orking as a celebrity fashion stylist stood Kelly 
Lundberg in good stead when it came to 
decorating her home and she was 
understandably passionate about creating an 
interior that reflected her own personality and 
style. Kelly's keen eye immediately saw the potential in the spacious 
two-bedroom apartment she shares with husband Steve on the Palm 
Jumeriah, and the colour, simple style and attention to detail that she 
has given to each room has produced an end result she is justifiably 
proud of 

"We were one of the first residents to arrive here back in the 
summer of 2009," says Kelly, "and it was extremely exciting to have 
a new build that we could style from scratch. Of course, it was the 
large walk-in wardrobe in the master bedroom that first caught my 
eye! That, and the fact that the apartment layout maximises space 
without compromising on storage, which is often the biggest 
challenge when it comes to apartment living." 

Set on the Golden Mile, in an enviable location, the property itself 
is filled with natural light and benefits from views of the garden and, 
on a good day, the sea. The apartment has been given a sleek, 
sophisticated look, with modern fittings and luxurious materials. 

A large open-plan kitchen leads on to an airy living-dining space, 
with two luxurious bedrooms located either side. Floor-to-ceiling 
windows in the living area open out on to an adjoining balcony, which 
can also be accessed from the master bedroom. "When the weather 
is cooler, we like to relax on the balcony and will quite often sit out 
there together and share a cheeseboard," explains Kelly. 

The overall impression is of space - and lots of it. Separating the 
kitchen and living area, a large dark charcoal-coloured dining table is 
testament to that. "1 always wanted a less conventional table that was 
not only decorative but functional, too," says Kelly, "and this design, 
with its bench element, offers relaxed seating, whether it's just the 
two of us or a larger group." 

As a new build, the apartment's spacious layout meant that no 
building works were needed, however Kelly commissioned her 
father-in-law to fit the maid's room with shelves and extra wardrobe 
space. "It serves as a great overflow - and that all-important stylist's 
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wardrobe!" she laughs. The large walk-in wardrobes aren't the only 
fashion-related features in the apartment - from treasured coffee 
table books to an eye-catching Dior print by illustrator Megan Hess, 
there are nods to Kelly's passion scattered throughout. Despite that, 
the interior retains a sophisticated ambience without being overtly 
girlie. "I've always found there is a fine line drawn when styling and 
decorating to ensure that 1 don't make it look too feminine, hence the 
reason 1 chose a dark sofa," muses Kelly. "1 love working with grey - 
1 find it's a great neutral base that works well with all other colour 
palettes." 

The monochrome palette flows throughout, with dark striking 
shades of black and slate-grey creating a contrast against fresh 
white and soft dove-grey shades. "Steve is always open to my ideas, 
despite the fact that when we first had the living room painted he 
commented that it looked as though we were on the Titanic! 1 think 
he likes it now, though." 

In the master bedroom, a soft blue-green hue makes an 
appearance. "It's fair to say that turquoise is probably my second 
favourite colour," Kelly admits. Further on, in the guest bedroom, 
a bold monochrome-print wallpaper and bed linen by Kylie Minogue 
take centre stage. This room doubles up as a home office for Steve, 
while Kelly opts to use the living room when she's working from 
home. "The nature of my job is very flexible. 1 recently traded up 
my MacBook Pro computer for a MacBook Air, which now comes 
everywhere with me. Sometimes 1 will stop by at the Fairmont 
The Palm and work from there or catch up with clients in the 
shopping malls." 

More than anything, it's the personal touches that really give this 
apartment its homely feel. In the guest bedroom, a poignant finishing 
touch comes courtesy of a purple tartan cushion, made by Kelly 
- "When my granny passed away, 1 created three cushions using the 
material from her pinafore, together with raw silk. 1 gave one to my 
mum, another to my sister and kept one for myself 1 frequently

change the cushions on the sofa, beds and out on the balcony, and 
my latest purchase for the sofa is one that has been designed by 
Susan Brooker, a Dubai-based artist." 

You only need to glance around Kelly's home to see how 
important pictures are to her, with photographs in every room. "It's 
not only great feng shui, but a constant reminder of happy times with 
family and friends. The finishing touches and small details make all 
the difference, whether it's coasters, interesting desk frames, or 
a small but exquisite crystal vase filled with fresh flowers - they all 
add style," she says. 

Indeed, it is the small tweaks that keep this apartment's interior 
evolving, with artworks swapped around and lampshades changed 
every now and again. "Those hanging in our living room were 
bought at Dragon Mart, and not only were they great value they give 
an amazing lighting effect." 

The transformation has been a rolling affair, but with each 
carefully considered decision and a polished finished result, it's clear 
that Kelly's love of style has paved the way for an interior that is 
equally as fashionable as its owner.

W hen Gunilla's husband Sven 
first showed her the house, 
she hadn't even seen it all 
before she made her 
decision. "I went straight 
through to the terrace outside and looked out at 
the view and said to my husband Sven, “Well, it's 
okay!'' It wasn't my dream home but I could see it's 
potential and I immediately fell in love with the 
light and its open plan design.'' Having spent most 
of her childhood in North Sweden where light 
plays an integral part of family life, Gunilla's need 
for light was essential “it's the driving force behind 
all my interior design projects'' she explains. She 
agreed to buy it on the condition that she could 
make some major structural changes. Sven 
accepted, only too grateful to have his beloved new 
wife move to Spain. It took a year and a half in 
planning and a year an half in the building. The 
result was far more than they ever dreamt 
possible. 

The house, which was built on two levels into a 
hill, was not in an appalling state as it was tired 
and old. “The kitchen was desperately dated but I 
am pleased that I didn't spend extra money on a 
kitchen to someone else's tastes'' Gunilla says. 
When they first moved in they lived downstairs

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and began with making small amendments. They 
white-washed the bare brickwork and fixed 
shelves and hooks. For the next eighteen months 
they planned, designed and sourced whilst waiting 
for the building plans to be approved. Their ever 
growing family meant that Gunilla needed to 
design a home that would give guests a space of 
their own. The terrace would need to be extended 
all the way around the house as the pleasant 
climate would keep them outside for long periods 
of the year. After living in the house for a few 
months, Gunilla began suffering with a hip 
problems caused by the uneven steps on the 
stairwell. "1 realised that we would have to replace 


these so 1 designed a staircase which would save 
space upstairs. We could now have room for a 
dining area." 

They began with installing a shower room and 
toilet and building two guests rooms, all 
downstairs. They made the last room downstairs 
into a reading room with made-to-measure shelves 
and a large fireplace for the cooler winter months. 
They chose two Bruno Mathsson mountain silver 
birch easy chairs with foot stools and matching 
coffee table to furnish to room "It was an 
indulgence but it was nice to buy something from 
my home land" said Gunilla. 

Once the downstairs was complete, they

headed upstairs. First they enlarged the master 
bedroom and built a dressing room by narrowing an 
internal corridor. Next they changed the doors from 
the second bedroom, which leads to the sitting room, 
to glass doors and converted it into an office "so that 
it felt like part of the sitting room" explains Gunilla. 
They extended the terrace to surround the property 
and extended the kitchen. 

Gunilla used an IKEA kitchen but fitted a 7" oak 
worktop, good quality handles and a ceramic brick 
tile which gave it a designer finish. "1 love mixing 
exclusive design with IKEA pieces, 1 do this in all 
my design projects and clients are amazed at how 
inexpensive it is." 

Finally they laid lime oak fioors throughout and 
decorated and furnished. Gunilla's personality 
translates into her home. Overall her style is classic 
and modern but there are rebellious, unexpected 
pieces, which break convention. Her design style is 
as much about the practical as it is about the 
aesthetic. "1 need design to work on both levels she 
says. She hangs curtain poles behind beds and hangs 
fabric over them to act as a head board and she fixes 
them to walls at low levels for guests to hang clothes 
and towels over. 

After three years of planning and researching, 
Gunilla and Sven had their ultimate dream home; the 
most unexpected surprise of the whole process.

y inspiration was a modern Ibiza 
house, relaxed but not too ethnic. Fit 
for the cosmopolitans of today," says 
Thomas Griem, director, interior 
designer and architect at TG-Studio. 
The client, who has worked with TG-Studio on many London 
developments, asked for this home in Santa Anges, northern 
Ibiza, to be a mix of a sophisticated London address but with the 
influences of the location. A former farmhouse that has been 
extended over the years, the project posed something of a 
challenge thanks to some neglect and disrepair. "The client knew 
our attention to detail and ability to create an exciting mood 
while adding value to a rental property. They bought the house 
in Ibiza as an investment and wanted to work with us to refresh 
its interior. 

"The project started in the summer of 2013 and it took 
approximately five months to complete building work and seven 
months to install the furniture, fabrics and accessories, from 
start to handover," explains Thomas. The owners wanted to 
maintain the original character of the building, which comprises 
of one large, open-plan room with high ceilings that make up the living, dining room and kitchen, plus two 
bedrooms with en suites on the ground floor. There's also a master bedroom with en suite and dressing 
room on the first floor and a further two outbuildings, one of which was imported from Bali and all of 
which are surrounded by over four acres of land. Each of these outbuildings boasts en suites and dressing 
areas, perfect for extra guests to enjoy. 

"We have had considerable experience in the Balearic Islands and were working on two other projects 
in Ibiza at that time'" explains Thomas. "The location and feel of the property is very special, so even 
though it was a smaller project, I was very keen to help our long-standing clients." In order to keep within 
the brief, Thomas chose understated yet high-quality furnishings and finishes that wouldn't detract from 
the building but would give the desired, sophisticated feel to the interior. Recycled timber beams and 
locally sourced floor finishes, such as limestone, go hand-in-hand with the pared-back look and are also 
eco-friendly additions. The overall colour palette continues this simple look with a matt white scheme and 
textured wooden accents. Modern updates include a contemporary new fireplace, which hides the TV and 
sound system, and an up-to-the-minute kitchen was installed to replace the outdated original one. This

space is Thomas's highlight: "My favourite room is the main room, which includes living room/dining/kitchen and nook. 
It separates all these functions and integrates them to create genuine open-plan living. The room gains dual purpose 
when the sliding doors are drawn open to reveal the terrace," he says. 

Large sliding doors lead on to the stunning outdoor space, which has been designed for entertaining and includes 
chill-out areas, an Italian pizza oven, fridges, bar area and a pool house. Bespoke furniture, made by local craftsmen, 
takes pride of place and helps to continue the same interior scheme from the inside. 

"1 wanted to maintain happy, urban lines throughout," says Thomas. "The main living area has a London-cool-meets- 
Ibiza feel, with the organic shapes of the Poliform 'Soori' coffee table and B&B Italia 'Husk' chairs in sequence, as well as 
the raw timber beams and tiled floors. Bedroom two has a Moroccan influence with soothing blues in repeating patterns, 
while The Studio has a relaxed, organic feel. The Bali house on the grounds was imported from Bali, hence its name; we 
added furniture to complement the scheme, which includes the Bobbili Stool wooden side tables from Andrew Martin." 

It is this selection of furniture, layout and design that makes this otherwise minimalist house a really special space. 
The simplistic style helps the character quietly stand out, without scrimping on style.

I like to have high 
shelves in my 
daughters' room. Of 
course they are high so 
the kids cannot reach them, for safety 
reasons. On the shelf, I like to add some 
bookends that have characters or scented 
characters that you can add a mellow 
scent to like Lavender oil that will help 
them sleep at night.

extremely helpful staff are on-hand to discuss and help plan any 
excursions around Sardinia, some of which include walks or treks to 
the mountains with a local guide, either in the morning or at sunset. 
This is the best way to see the island in all its beauty. But for those who 
are more than happy to remain in the resort there is plenty to do. Star 
gazing takes place from May to September (usually on a Friday or 
Saturday] on the violet furnished Terrace of Dreams, so called thanks 
to its view of the Mount Corrasi. After dinner on a weekend the Bar del 
Tablao plays host to a polyphonic Sardinian folk singer, accompanied 
by a tasting of 15 different local grappas.

Treatments can also be 
enjoyed al fresco, under the gazebo. Our hour-long relaxation massage 
was the perfect start to a day of doing nothing at all. After which dinner 
can be enjoyed in the bright terrace restaurant, which has ever- 
changing coloured tablecloths and napkins. Serving up fresh, local 
fayre, cooked in a traditional way (usually meat is cooked on an open 
spit- fire). The staff here are happy to recommend a tapas style array of 
Sardinian starters, followed by a pasta then meat dish (followed by 
delicious desserts) all washed down with local drinks or grape options. 

Su Gologone is truly unique and deserves its name of 'an experience 
hotel'. With such beautiful surroundings both inside and out, there is 
no better way to spend a summer holiday or short break, making this a 
must-return to destination.

T here are many Dubai social institutions; Friday brunch 
and ladies nights to name just two, but neither of these 
can match the staying power of Indego by Vineet, found in 
Grosvenor House, Dubai Marina. Opened in 2005, Indego 
is headed up by famed (and Michelin-starred] Indian chef 
Vineet Bhatia, so expectations when dining here are high thanks to these 
credentials and the ongoing superb reputation of the restaurant. 

The interior is mix of traditional in the artwork, spice pots and 
seating, mixed with modern touches and splashes of jewel colours 
(much like the menu]. Lit by candles and soft lantern light, the 
restaurant lends itself well to a romantic meal for two. During cooler 
weather guests can enjoy the outdoor terrace, which is decked out with 
rattan seating, brightly coloured cushions and side tables. 

We start our night with an aperitif, as recommended by 
the helpful staff, followed by crisp and delicious poppadums 
accompanied by home-made chutneys that included 
beetroot, sweet mango and tamarind. The extensive menu 
focuses on a combination of the textures and flavours of 
traditional dishes with a modern flair - and all are presented 
in style. After careful consideration we chose starters of 
mixed kebabs of tender and succulent lamb, chicken and 
hamour and three chaats - Dahi bhallas, achari samosa 
potato-pomegranate long papdi - which were a moreish mix 
of textures and bursting with flavour. For mains, the signature 
Costal Jhinga of chargrilled coconut curry leaf jumbo prawns 
poached in a Kaffir lime-coconut sauce, herb cornmeal slice 
and grilled vegetables was wonderfully rich, while the 
Punjabi chicken had just the right mix of spice, especially with the 
smoked aubergine-peas mash. This was served with the perfect amount 
of delicate steamed rice and sweet Peshwari naan. Unfortunately there 
was no room for dessert, but we did indulge in a to-die-for Indian- 
inspired, banana-infused hot toddy, which was made and served at the 
table with true flair.

The luxury handbag designer 
talks to us about his latest designs, 
current collections, inspirations 
and what thejiiture holds. 

TELL US MORE ABOUT YOUR BUSINESS? WHEN 
DID YOU ESTABLISH IT AND HOW HAS IT 
GROWN SINCE? 

WTien I first started making bags, having a business 
doing that was just a dream. I actually created my first 
bag for my mother, which, still to this day is one of my 
happiest memories - seeing her wear one of my 
creations. Soon enough my mother's friends wanted 
me to design a bag for them and it was at this point 
that 1 decided to understand my skill better by moving 
to London and studying. 1 set up Ethan K when 1 was 
still a student and 1 am lucky enough to have such a 
huge amount of support from loyal friends and clients. 
Last year marked the launch the first Ethan K boutique 
in Harrods, London. 

TELL US ABOUT YOUR LATEST PIECE/ 
COLLECTION? 

The Doha bag is my latest creation. It was inspired by 
an encounter 1 had with a beautiful lady when 1 was in 
Paris, walking out of the Ritz Hotel. After striking up 
conversation 1 noticed her beautiful necklace, which 
was comprised of Bedouin beads, which inspired me 
to create the special and unique handle of the Doha 
bag. It is entitled the 'Doha' as the glamorous lady 
emerged as a member of the royal family. 

HOW WERE YOU INSPIRED TO PURSUE YOUR 
DESIGN WORK? 

Reading the books of couture houses and getting lost 
in the grand days of couture, where everything was 
designed in private salons and each collection was 
completed with a sense of pride, touched my heart. 
Back then luxury and couture was always about the 
magical journey, which 1 feel is a little bit lost in today's 
world and that is one of the main reasons that Ethan K 
was born. 1 have been inspired by many things from 
my life from the fairy tales that 1 would be read as a 
child, the exotic fruits and spices in my native 
Singapore to the people who 1 have met along my 
travels and even architecture from a plethora of cities. 

HOW DO YOU GO ABOUT CREATING YOUR 
PRODUCTS? 

Well, once something inspires me, whether that be a 
personality or a piece of jewellery 1 then begin to 
sketch. 1 sketch every single bag design myself, then 1 
take the sketches to my ateliers in Italy and that begins 
the creation process. 1 will collect fruits and spices 
from Asia and beautiful exotic fiowers from around 
the world and 1 will take these to the tannery in 



Singapore to match up the colours of these items to 
the exotic skins to create the bag that 1 envisioned or 
my client's dream bag, 

WHAT IS YOUR FAVOURITE PIECE AND WHY? 

My favourite piece is the Doha bag (far right]. It is such 
a new creation and design and 1 love how romantic the 
story of inspiration behind the bag is. 1 think that the 
journey perfectly embodies Ethan K. 

WHAT PLACE MOST INSPIRES YOU? 

1 read a lot of books and travel a lot. 1 remember 
moving to London to undertake my studies and can 
still recall the feeling of walking around Mayfair where 
1 was living at the time. 1 was inspired by the details of 
the streets and my first collection featured clasps in 
the shape of the octagonal doorknobs 1 would walk 
past, whilst the shapes of my clutches were infiuenced 
by the Art Deco inspirations at the hotels in Mayfair. 
For me, creativity can be found in a lot of places. 1 love 
to spend time in Dubai. My clients in the Middle East 
are often after my most unique designs and select the 
most vibrant colours. 1 love the way the fruit and spice 
colours of Ethan K bags look so beautiful when worn 
on top of a black Abaya. 1 often get sent outfit photos 
on Instagram from my Middle-Eastern clients in Dubai 
and it's always so wonderful to see how they style 
Ethan K bags in the most fabulous ways.
